PROTECTION BOT ADEQUATE.

Failure to appreciate the serious 
ness of mine fires and a lack of ade 
quate fire protection have resulted in 
the logs of hundreds of lives and the 
destruction 
of

worth of property in the last few 
years, according to Herbert Ai. Wil­ 
son, chief engineer of the federal bu­ 
reau of mines. 
Air. Wilson declared 
that two of the most serious disasters 
in coal mines in the last two y e a r s - 
one at Cherry, 111., in which 2C>2 lives 
were lost, and the other at the Pan- 
coast 
mine, 
near Scranton. 
Pa., in 
which seventy-four lives were lost-

ought to have been quickly extinguish 
^ without the sacrifice of human life 
’T h e contact of several bales of hay 
with a blazing torch or an open min

spent in direct fire fighting for several 
day s.
